FBI Gets Threats On Mobsters Life

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Mob­ 
ster - m urderer Joseph Valachi, 
testifying against a backdrop of 
reported bomb threats, resumed 
his crime chronology for senators 
today with a detailed breakdown 
on the Cosa Nostra hierarchy in 
New York City.

Broadcasts said 
at least 15 died in the town of 
Manzanillo alone. 


A radio broadcast from Bay­ 
amo,

formed Castro that 15 people had 
drowned in the town of Manzanil­ 
lo but that the heaviest casual­ 
ties were believed in the western 
regions of Oriente.

The season’s sixth hurricane be­

Jam es J. A. Gallagher, Demo­ 
cratic state assemblyman from 
the Second District, Lower Bucks 
County, last night announced that 
he will ask the state legislature 
to investigate the Bucks County 
district attorney’s office. His re­ 
quest will be made when the leg­ 
islature reconvenes in the fall for 
a special session. 
Gallagher said, “ It is obvious 
that the Bucks County district 
attorney’s office has become 
hot bed of partisan politics. I will 
ask the House Judiciary Commit­ 
tee to investigate the two key 
questions: I. Whether the present 
district attorney failed to do his 
sworn duty by failing to investi­ 
gate the charges made by Wal­ 
ter S. Farley, Jr., two months 
ago? 2. Whether the offices of 
district attorney and county chair­ 
man are compatible? 
Full exploration of these two 
questions can help the house de­ 
cide whether it ought not insti­ 
tute legislation to declare these 
two conflicting offices as being 
incompatible, Gallagher said.

Richard Day, chair 
man of the authority, said the 
new offers come “very close to 
their requests.” 
The new contract calls for 
nine cents an hour increase im 
mediately and an additional seven 
cents an hour when the county 
sewer and water authority con 
tracts for its Neshaminy sewer in 
terceptor project. 
According to Day, the project is 
expected to be contracted before 
the end of the year. The inter 
ceptor line will tie into the Falls 
Township treatm ent plant. 
Another Term 
Another term of the contract 
calls for an additional day off 
per year. The employes now get 
six holidays off. 
A comprehensive medical-sur­ 
gical plan has also been incor 
porated in the new contract. Ifs 
coupled with an income-mainten- 
ance provision which would guar­ 
antee an employe full income for 
approximately seven weeks if he 
is disabled. 
The expiring contract was of 
two-year duration, but it had a 
wage-reopener clause after t h e 
first year.

Tile Firm 


Strike Goes 


Into 2nd Week 


The strike of 250 ceram ic tile 
workers at Robertson Mfg. Co. in 
M orrisville went into it’s second 
week today as some employes con­ 
tinued to picket. 
M em bers of Local 76, 
United 
Glass and Ceram ic Workers Union 
(AFL-CIO) struck 
the 
firm 
at 
12:01 a.m . last Tuesday after it’s 
labor contract expired at midnight 
Monday, Sept. 30. 
There appeared to be no signs 
of a settlem ent today as officials 
of both the union and the firm in 
dicated no negotiations were being 
made. 
A Federal m ediator, called into 
the dispute last week, is attem pt­ 
ing to work something out, a union 
spokesman said. This appeared to 
be the only ray of hope this m orn­ 
ing. 
The strike centers on the dis­ 
agreem ent over a new labor con­ 
tract. The union has asked for 
3 ^ cents per hour increases this 
year, with another 3H next year, 
while the firm reportedly has of­ 
fered no increase this year but a 
7 cent per hour 
increase 
next 
year. 
The base salary under the ex­ 
pired contract was $1.65 per hour 
for women and $1.75 an hour for 
men.

for public protests was up Oct. 5. 
Passengers would still be al­ 
lowed to board the train in Y ard­ 
ley, without an agent.

backing and support of the Yard-

Women’s Club. 
The com m ittee issued petitions 
which were distributed throughout 
Yardley and Makefield for sig­ 
natures of residents who opposed 
the proposal. 
In other action last night, the 
Makefield supervisors opened 41 
separate bids for township m a­ 
terials and supplies, but awarded 
none. 
The bids for road m aterial, gas, 
fuel oil, jan itor’s supplies, con­ 
crete, 
and 
secretarial 
supplies 
will be sent to the Lower Bucks 
Regional Cooperative Council for 
evaluation. 
The council will m ake recom ­ 
mendations and then at a future 
m eeting 
the 
supervisors 
w i l l 
award the bids.
